fire. Mr. Ubertino states that he 
had not placed any insurance on this 
equipment, but that possibly it was 
protected by the finance company 
which had charge of the payments, 

With the {interior of the theatre 
a roaring mass of, flames Fat's 
Restuurant was in grave danger of 
being wiped, but the fire brigade, 
armed with fdur streams of water, 
checked the blaze before it bat 
burned through the wooden wall. 
The fire did work its way in between 
the roof and the ceiling of the rest- 
aurant, but this was, quenched with 
water poured through holes chopped 
in the roof. 

The fire started fn the rear of the 
theatre. It was first noticed at a 
point high up on the wall in’ the 
southeast corner of the building. Mr. 
Ubertino and his assistant Mr. Green- 
wood, and several visitors, were in

; highly inflammable nature, and in a 
ew. minutes the fire spread to the 
clure screen and in avery” short 
time the whole rear of the building 
was burning. 

The hose wagon arrived in a few 
minutes, but the fire’ spread so 
rapidly that by the time the water 
was turned on the rear half of the 
building was a roaring furnace, and 
flames were licking along the ceiling 
to the operating room in the front. 
Four streams of water were brought 
into play and, working from the 
front, the rear, and from above, tho 
fire was brought under control with- 
in a very short time. 

The fire worked its way into the 
operating room, doing immense 
damage there to the machinery. The

The fire on the east wall offered 
stubborn opposition to the fire fight- 
ers, and it worked {ts way into Fat's 
Restaurant in the space between the 
roof aud the ceiling.. Tt was neces- 
sary to chop holes in the roof to 
get at the flames here,. and the 
hose men secon quefiched the flames. 

Part of the ceiling in the restaur- 
ant fell in, and the water did furth- 
er damage to the hardwood 
which warped and -buckled.

+ Motion Interest in Sugar Reeta 


i ed 

Sugar beets and the ‘boat * 
industry received some prominence 
in.the Board of Trade discussions at 
the meoting in the Imperial Hotel 
dining room last Wednesday noon, 
March 12. 

Interest in the beet sugar industry 
is becoming more widespread tn the 
Bastern Irrigation Block,, and many 
farmers are showing a desire to 
‘earn more of the industry and the 
possibilities of its development in 
this ‘section of the province. At 
Brooks, Slope, and Duchess 
‘he farmers have attended meetings 
addressed by men well informed on 
the beet sugar industry, fond the 
farmers have shown much interest 
in these meetings which, it is hoped, 
will pave the way for a workable 
scheme that will provide for the 
building of a factory and the planting 
of a large acreage to sugar beets. 

An effort is being made to Interest 
the Canadian Sugar Factories Ltd.,, 
a company which owns and operates 
a refinery at Raymond, Alberta. Be- 
fore building a factory on this irri- 
gation project the company would 
want a guarantee of a certain dcre- 
age of beets, and it is the object of 
these meetings to interest the farm- 
ars to the extent of getting a suffi- 
elent number and a sufficient acreage 
to supply enough beets for the opera- 
tion of a refinery. 

The sugar beet committee of the 
Bassano Board of Trade reported at 
the meeting on Wednesday that they 
plan to hold a meeting In the near 
future, inviting all farmers, and hold 
preliminary discussions dealing with 
sugar beets and cugar factories.

| The British Columbia Department 
| of Mines, fully aware of the difficulty 
| which the coal industry has been fac- 
ing, has been making investigations 
into the uses and advantages of pul-

sistance of the fuel research labora- 
tory at Ottawa. In an address before 
the Vancouver Chamber of Mines, J. 
D. Galloway, provincial mineralogist, 
expressed the opinion that if pulver- 
ized coal were used properly there 
would be no excuse for the importa- 
tion from California into British Col- 
umbia of a single barrel of fuel oil. 
British Columbia produced 2,313,900 
tons of coal last year. Of this, about 
140,000 tons were used in pulverized 
form in various industries. The Van-

The Saskatchewan resources ques- 
tion, although it has been decided, is 
not yet the sybject of a signed agree- 
ment. But the agreement has been as- 
sented to verbally, by both parties, 
and only awaits the framing of 4& 
reference to the Supreme Court of 
Canada in order to be completed. 
When that has been achieved, the 


‘representatives of the. two govern- 


ments will sign it and the words na- 


‘tural resources in the sense of a pro- 


vineial grievance will disappear from 
the lexicon of politicians. 

When Premier Anderson left the 
conference room, he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“After conferences covering several 
hours, the government of Saskatch- 
éwan hag received a_ satisfactory 
agreement from the Federal Govern- 
‘ment in relation to its natural re- 
sources. The legal representatives 
of the province and Dominion will 
meet within the nxet 10 days and de- 
cide’ upon -what” questions will be 
placed before the Supreme Court and, 
if necessary, the Privy Council.
